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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Regarding claim 1, the newly added limitations regarding first and second content providers raises a new 
issue requiring further consideration. Regarding claim 48, the amended limitation describing changes occuring after the start time of a 
program raises a new issue regarding further consideration. Regarding claim 50, the newly added limitations relating start and stop 
times to time zones raisesa new issue regarding further consideration. Regarding claims 60-71, these claims are newly added to the 
application and thus would require further consideration. 

Lastly, regarding claim 47, applicant argues that Marsh does not contemplate accomodating length changes in programming. However, 
changing both the start and stop times to reprogram a VCR, as taught by Marsh, does in fact contemplate changes in length. A simple 
example would be where a program is orginally scheduled for a 1 hour timeslot, and a revised program schedule indicates the program is 
scheduled for a 1.5 hour timeslot.
